fied Object ; or that are. not ſet up to receive Re-. 
ligious Worſhip, or have not Religious. Worſhip. 
given to them., are.not concerned. in the; Diſpute.. 
And. of. this kind thus Excluded, . are, RI 16-6 
_ I..All viſible ſigns ayd .marks of .Diſtin@ion z. 
Such. ( to. uſe his. g am are-a Lion and Uni-. 
corn when ſet up in a place to intimate that there. 
the King is owned.as Supreme. . And ſuch may a. 


Crofs be (where there'is occaſion) when {et up; 
fappoſe in or upon a Chriſtian Church, to diſtin- 
gniſh it from a Turkiſh Moſque. But why Croſſes 
or the like ſhould therefore be fo neceſlary, that 
thoſe that allow them -not ( as well where this 
reaſon is not, as where it is ) ſhould be deemed'zo 
allow of nothing to ſhew they are Chriſtians, is an 
inference of our Authors, but what I confeſs is 
paſt my underſtanding. 

2, Hereby are Excluded all thoſe Effigies -and 
Pictures that are for Ornament, or that ſerve to 
teſtify the Honour and Refpe& we bear to-the 
Perſons: to whom they have: a reſemblance. And 
of this kind are the PiQtures of Moſes and Aaron, 
Queen Elizabeth , and: King Charles the firſt of 
Bleſſed memory, which are in ſome of our Church- 
&; and- thoſe. of "Chriſt and' the Apoſtles, which 
dre' retained in others. 

3.. Hereby are alſo Excluded all Hiſtorical ſigns, 
that are intended for the preſervation of the me- 
mory of Good and Holy Perſons; or that occaft- 
onally may either excite in us devout thoughts 
and affeions, or 'that may ſerve for inftrucdtion 
(if that can be) : For how ſach do inftruf# like 
the Bible; when. the Bible can inſtruct thoſe that 
are before” jgnorant of the Myſteries of our Re- 
ligiont ;- but! a Pidtare' or Tmage cannot inſtruct 
without ſomewhat elſe to mſtru& before or with 
it ; Ot how-an' Image 'or Croſs-is wpor this confedde- 
ration a part of Gods Holy Word, without any dif- 
ferent from that Chapter of the Bible which treats 
of the ſame, except the different fafhion of NT, 
"DAS þ : an

and manner of laying on the Ink ; are Doftrines that 
become a meniber of that Church, which for the 
better Edification of the People, whilſt it expoſes 
Emages to them; keeps the Bible from- them. 

4. Of this fort are thoſe things which have an 
eminent relation to God and his Service, to which 
for that reaſon a certain reverence and ſuitable re- 
ſpe& is more or leſs due. And fo-its lawful and 
decent to be uncovered. at reading. the Bible, and 
the hearing it expounded ; and to kiſs it in taking 
an Oath, as a token of the reverence and the re- 
gard we have for it. And this we do, not becauſe 
in' the Bible the frokes of the Ink are ſo ordered' 
and joyn'd: in the Paper , that they frgnifie and Res 
preſent the Doftrine and Paſſion: of Chriſt, ( a de-- 
ſcription that rather becomes a Book of Emblems. 
and Hieroglyphicks, than of Divine Doctrine 
not becauſe I fay it Repreſents. ( as he miſtakes ): 
but as it contains the great Articles of our Faith, 
&c. Theſe are things which the Controverſie is: 
not at all concerned in” (being. either no viſible Re- 
preſentations of Divine or Glorified Beings, or not 
ſet up for receiving Religious Honour and Worſhip), 
And yetto theſe are all the Reſemblances uſed by our: 
Author, to berefer'd ; and who with theſe, ſhuts up 
the whole Controverſie, as if there was no other- 
nſe of Images in the Church of Rowe, than what: 
the Pictures of Queen Elizabeth, or Moſes and. 
Aaron: ſerve for in ours ; and that- the Honour 
and Reverence they give to them, is no-more than 
the reverence we give tothe Bible :. For thus he- 
eoncludes, Let Drvines wrang/e [ meaning their 


own] to the Worlds end., and diſpute whether this. 
Sn HTonour,, 


T he Papift Repreſented, 
*Ffonour ', this Reverence and reſpet ſhewn to the 


Bible, to a Preachers Sermon, to Piftures or Imas- 
ges, be the ſame, or diftinit* from what is given to 


the things repreſented ; whether it terminates on” 


them abſolutely after an inferior manner , or only re- 
latively,and ſo forth. This they may go on with, &c. 
but for his part, he is little concerned, Where-he 
ſuppoſeth two things, (1) That it's a Controverſie 
- amongſt them, whether the Honour and Reve- 
rence they give to Conſecrated Images and Pi- 
Qtures, be other than what is ſhewn. to. the Bible, 
or 2 Preachers Sermon : And (2) that the Con- 
troverlie :among, their Divines.about the Worſhip 
given to-them , whether Abſolute.or Negative ,, .is 
of little concernment ; whereas. the former (as 
Jhall preſently be ſthew!'d)) .neither is.nor can .be.a 
:Controverſie- among. them upon their principles. 
And the latter .js- a Controverſie of that impor; 
tance, that-each Side charges. the other with . no 
worſe a conſequence of their Principle , than 
Idolatry. | FAA 
As to the former part of the deſcription I have 
given of an-Image (viz. That it's a viſible repreſens 
tation of a Divine of Glorified Being ) there is no 
diſpute ; - but: the diſpute will be, about the lat- 
ter part. [-viz. that it's ſet up -for the- receiving 
of Religious -Honour and Worſhip. ] For -as our 
Author 'has. avoided the word-Worſhip all along, 
even to the omiſſion of a Clauſe in what he quotes 
_ from-the- Council. of '7rent :[-Propter quam & co= 
lendz Þ fo he. ſeems reſolved not to admit of . it, 
or eyen ſo much as the. external ations belonging 

to it.

here he runs again to his Reſemblances, to the 
Monument, the Statues upon the Exchange, and 
the Giants at | Guila-hall x. to Rhetorical Exclama- - 
tions, and Expoſtulations, with-much piquantry 
againſt the poor Six-peny Catechiſm : But what 
1s the haſte to coaſt thus up and down the Town, 
to Weſtminſter, to the Exchange, to Wapping and 
Spittle-fields, and where not ? I perceive it will 
be too great a Task to follow him who ſets no 
bounds to himſelf; and therefore to ſhorten the 
way, I ſhall 'ene lay my ſelf open to: him, and 
confeſs the Charge I exhibited againſt them of 
praying to Images. To prove which before, our 
Author faith 1 made uſe of this Argument, viz. 
Prayer # ta the Objett to which the Veneration is tobe 
given; but the Veneration is to be gjven to the Image, 
as Repreſenting, and ſo is the Prayer. And here he 
crys out Sophiftry, and triumphs over it for near 
half a Page together. But is this Argument 
mine, or was it produced to prove the Papiſts pray 
fo Images? Indeed I had argued that it they do 
not pray to Images, Why are the Prayers uſed at . 
the C any Prat of them ? To what end are the Pil- 
grimages to them ? ' Why do they dirett their Prayers 
to them ? But to this there is not a word of An- 
{wer, when in reaſ6n it -ought to be- expected, 
whereas he takes much pains to' confute that 
which never was-afſerted. Had the Argumenr 
been (as he ſuppoſeth) to proye, that if they 
zive Veneration to Imapes,- they therefore pray 
to them ; he ought to have-been fo ingenuous, as

to remember, that the Carechi/m ſuppoſeth' that 
the Terms YVeneration and Worſhip, are in this 
caſe much one and the ſame ; and that the Church 
of Rozee doth Worſhip as well as Venerate Images 
( which now I have ſhewed my Reaſons for ) : 
And this the line immediately before would have 
inſtructed him in. And if fo, the Argument 
has ſo much Truth in it, that it will coſt him 
ſome more time and thoughts to diſprove, But 
to what ſhall T impute it, whether to overſight, 
or Sophiſtry, when he places the Argument upon 
a wrong toot, and from a Proof, that praying to 
Images 1n the Catechiſm, was to Images as Repre- 
ſenting, doth tranſlate it to a Proof of praying to 
Images becanſe they wenerate them. I am confi- 
dent the Controvettifts of Spittle-fields and Wap- 
ping, as little as I know them (tte Reader will 
rdon the Phraſe for it's his own ) would not 
-_ argued more inconſequently, and thoſe that 
have but ſtepp'd over the Univerſety-Threſhold, 
(to uſe his words) would have call'd it an 
arguing 4 beculs ad Angulum : when what I fay 
_— the Object, and he transfers it to the 
AQ. But this it is to run impetuouſly, with 
much Fancy, and little Conſideration, into the 
field of Diſputation, For take the Argument 
as it lies, and I think it's fair and plain. For, if 
the Propoſition is true, that the Worſpip (not Ho- 
nour alone, that's his Inſertion ) geven to Images, 
is tothe Perſons repreſented ; then 10 is all depend- 
ing upon it. . For what is the Image, but the 
Image of the Perſon repreſented ? What dq they 
k honour, 
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honour, venerate, and kiſs? before what do they - 
fall down? to what do they offer Incenſe, but 
the Image of the Perſon repreſented ? And then, 
to what do they pray, but- to the Image of the 
Perſon repreſented ? Pog where the Veneration, 
the Salutation, the Proſtration, and the Oblation 
are, there is alſo the Prayer. I muſt confeſs this 
way of arguing may prove too much for him; 
but that I cannot help, be it to them that la

But becauſe he doth not like Conſequences and 
Inferences (unleſs they are of his own making )

that theſe words are thus promiſcuoully uſed alſo 
in the Church of Rowe it ſelf: Soin the Decree of 
the Council of Frext, before 'cited, what in one 
line 1s, z7s impertiendam,to the Images,is in another, 
coram tits, before them. And that 1 may not be 
without ſome ſufficient Proof, we have our Au- 
thor himſelf thus ſpeaking to and fro ; for ſome- 
times. it's a Veneration before Images, Page 4. 
{ometimes a. Veneration' to them, Pag.. 3, & 5.
